Prior  to  the  beginining  of 
I  America’s  largest  sporting 
event,  the  annual  500  Mile 
Memorial  Day  Auto  Race,  Glor¬ 
ia  and  her  twirling  sisters  will 
be  featured  in  the  pre-race 
ceremonies.  They  will  be  per¬ 
forming  before  300,000  people 
in  the  stands  and  countless  oth¬ 
ers  via  ^television. 

Another  exciting  event  for 
the  honored  10  will  be  the  pre¬ 
sentation  of  a  special  ti’ophy 
from  the  500  Festival  Associat¬ 
es  by  the  Indianapolis  city  of¬ 
ficials  on  the  steps  of  the  War 
Memorial  Building. 

Miss  Kachulis  began  her 
twirling  when  she  was  11  years 
old.  The  time  and  effort  spent 
practicing  have  paid  off  well. 
She  was  chosen  Miss  Iowa 
High  School  Beauty  and  Talent 
Queen  her  senior  year,  she 
was  named  Iowa  State  Cham¬ 
pion  of  the  Drum  Majorettes 
of  America,  and  she  has  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  national  open 
))aton  twirling  contest  of  the 
National  Baton  Association. 

During  her  freshman  year, 
the  MSC  star  displayed  to  her 
fellow  students  her  adept  skill 
whether  her  twirling  instru¬ 
ments  were  'batons,  corn 
Icnives,  or  machetes.

The  procedure  of  the  key 
system  is  as  follows;  1)  The 
woman  must  check  out  her 
key  with  the  Residence  Hall 
director  or  Approved  House¬ 
holder  by  8  p.  m.;  2)  she  must 
fill  in  a  signout  slip  which  in¬ 
cludes  the  same  information 
as  the  regular  white  signout 
card  plus  the  number  of  tlie 
key;  3)  she  must  leave  the 
Residence  Hall  before  regular 
closing  hours;  4)  tJie  key  must 
be  returned  upon  entering  the 
Hall;  5)  the  woman  must 
complete  the  information  on 
the  signout  sheet  when  return¬ 
ing  ithe  key..^ 

The  key  is  for  extended  hours 
only.  Permission  for  overnights 
must  be  obtained  by  the  regu¬ 
lar  procedure. 

The  AWS  ^sciplinary  com¬ 
mittee  will  consider  any  in¬ 
fractions  of  the  rules  and  deal 
accordingly  wUk  violators.

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Author  K.S.  Karol  to  Give 
Lecture  on  Communist  China 


K.  S.  Karol,  author  of  China: 
The  Otiicr  Communism,  one  of 
Europe’s  most  respected  re¬ 
porters  and  a  specialist  on 
Communism,  will  lecture  at  4 
p.  m.  Tuesday  in  the  Chaides 
Johnson  Theater. 

The  author-reporter,  accom¬ 
panied  by  photographer  Marc 
Riboud,  made  a  four  •  month 
ti’ip  through  China  in  the  win¬ 
ter  and  spring  of  1965. 

During  the  unrestricted  15,- 
000  mile-trip,  he  was  permitted 
to  talk  with  workers,  fai’mers, 
educators,  intellectuals,  as  well 
as  to  the  top  Chinese  political 
and  cultural  leaders.

lai,  considered  by  many  to  be 
emerging  as  China’s  number 
one  man  at  the  helm. 

Karol  was  born  in  Poland  in 
1924.  He  was  living  in  what  be¬ 
came  the  Soviet  zone  of  occu¬ 
pation  when  his  country  was 
partitioned  by  Germany  and 
Russia  in  1939.  He  lived  for 
seven  years  in  the  Soviet  Un¬ 
ion,  during  which  time  he  com¬ 
pleted  his  secondax’y  schooling, 
studied  political  science 
(Marxism  -  Leninism)  at  the 
University  of  Rostov,  and  serv¬ 
ed  in  the  Red  Army  on  the 
Caucasion  front. 

Returning  to  Poland  in  1946, 
he  asked  himself  too  many  dis¬ 
turbing  questions  about  Stalin¬ 
ism  in  the  USSR  and,  feeling 
ill  at  ease  in  his  homeland,  he 
setled  in  France. 

Kai'ol  is  the  author  of  Visa 
For  Poland,  and  Krushchev, 
and  the  West.  He  has  written 
on  Soviet  affairs  for  the  Paris 
Express  and  was  Paris  corres¬ 
pondent  for  theNcw  Statesman. 
He  now  writes  for  Lc  Nouvel 
Observateur.

Dr.  Dial  Discusses 
Teaching  NegoHalions 
In  State  Magazine 

Dr.  David  E.  Dial,  assistant 
professor  of  education,  is  the 
author  of  an  article  discussing 
the  status  of  professional  nego¬ 
tiations  in  Missouri  that  ap¬ 
pears  in  the  April  issue  of 
School  and  Community  Maga¬ 
zine.  I 

According  to  Dr.  Dial,  “Rec¬ 
ognition  of  a  teachers’  organi¬ 
zation  plus  a  written  procedure 
for  negotiation  adopted  by  the 
teachers’  group  and  the  school 
board,”  is  one  of  the  three  ma¬ 
jor  types  of  professional  nego¬ 
tiations.  Sixteen  Missouri 
school  districts  have  met  thei 
criteria  for  these  negotiations, 
he  reported. 

..  Seven  Missouri  school  dis¬ 
tricts  have  recognized  a  local 
teachers  organization  as  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  professional 
staff. 

Superintendents  from  three 
school  districts  commented 
that  teacher  apathy  was  prov¬ 
ing  to  be  a  problem.  Some 
teachers  seem  unwilling  to  put 
forth  sufficient  time  and  ef¬ 
fort  to  promote  good  teaching 
practices  via  negotiations.

According  to 
the  Schwarzes,  all  types  of 
glasses  may  be  used. 

Wlien  asked  how  tliey  get 
fluids  to  carry  on  the  project, 
Schwarz  replied  tliat  they  stand 
the  expense  for  shipping.  Al¬ 
though  it  is  a  time  consuming 
job,  they  enjoy  wrapping  and 
packaging  the  glasses.

Louise  Burnett,  303  Per¬ 
rin  Hall,  chairman  of  the 
Gamma  Sigma  Sigma 
boxes  to  Vietnam  commit¬ 
tee  has  received  informa¬ 
tion  regarding  mail  and 
gifts  to  servicemen. 

According  to  a  recent 
Public  Affairs  Bulletin 
from  the  Department  of 
Defense,  all  mail  to  Viet¬ 
nam  must  be  addressed  to 
a  specific  individual. 

Transportation  of  pack¬ 
ages  is  a  problem  since 
some  collction  programs 
fail  to  provide  funds  for 
shipping.  The  packages 
are  usually  too  large  for 
the  Postoffice  Department 
to  handle. 

First  class  letter  mail 
addressed  to  Vietnam 
travels  by  air  from  the 
West  Coast  to  Saigon.  It 
arrives  in  four  to  six  days. 
Second,  third  and  fouiih 
class  mail  travels  by  sur¬ 
face  means  and  takes  at 
least  40  days  for  delivery. 

The  bulletin  lists  names 
and  addresses  of  units  in 
Vietnam,  military  hospitals 
in  the  United  States,  Amer¬ 
ican  Nationsd  Red  Cross 
Centers,  and  United  Ser¬ 
vice  Organizations. 

Any  individual  or  organi¬ 
zation  interested  in  secur¬ 
ing  addresses  or  further  in¬ 
formation  should  contact 
Miss  Burnett.

Diu’ing  the  recent  Cam¬ 
pus  Blood  Campaign  spon¬ 
sored  by  Uie  Nodaway 
County  Blood  Bank, 
NWMSC  students  failed  by 
49  pints  to  achieve  the  de¬ 
sired  quota  of  157  pints, 
NWMSC  has  approxi¬ 
mately  3,300  students  en¬ 
rolled,  yet  only  108  stu¬ 
dent  donors  took  the  time 
and  effort  to  give  blood. 
An  additional  53  students 
made  appointments  but 
failed  to  keep  them.  Of 
course,  many  students  who 
wanted  to  give  were  re¬ 
jected  for  medical  reasons. 
What  does  the  apparent 


lack  of  interest  mean  to 
NWMSC  students?  If  the 
student  body  does  not  meet 
its  quota  of  190-200  pints 
this  year  in  a  similar 
bleed-in  next  fall,  NWMSC 
students  will  not  maintain 
membership  in  the  Noda¬ 
way  County  Blood  Bank. 
This  membership  would 
entitle  all  full  time  stu¬ 
dents  to  free  blood  trans¬ 
fusions  except  for  process¬ 
ing  cost.  A  pint  of  blood 
costs  about  ^8. 

Will  NWMSC  students 
take  advantage  of  the 
bleed-in  next  fall  or  will 
we  once  again  face  the 
cry  of  student  apathy?
